Sis mute assistants feel like spong- 
ing each day, and, no doubt, when 
their task is done, they feel airy and 
it their successful conclusion, 
like the Hour they have been manipii- 
lating. Nor must we forget the 
knights of the tongs, the shovels, and 
the tire irons, worthier knights of the 
furnace if would he hard to find, their 
long and unbroken devotion to their 
gastronomic instincts, h»s led them, 
during the last 20 years, to furnish 
the necessary steam to cook tile vie- 
luals, which they surround three 
limes daily, and, judging by appear- 
ance, with marked success on that line. 

The steam laundry, situate immedi- 
ately over the boiler room, is furnish- 
ed with the appliances for the success 
I'ul workings of this most necessary 
depart nt, <d' this ami all institu- 
tions where people daily cat and sleep. 
In instances like the preseut, it an- 
swers the double purpose of Lessen- 
ing labor, and assisting in the econo- 
mical running of the Institution. It 
likewise becomes an instrument of 
education to many of the inmates, 
perfecting them in this branch of 
domestic economy, and rendering 
them lit assistants, in similar establish- 
ments now in operation in all one 
cities. In proximity to the main 
building, there stands a newly built 
"lee House" with an internal refri- 
gerator, in which will be Stored the 
dressed meats and other substances, 
not specially adapted to holding their 
own in warm weather, and, is, there- 
fore, Supplementary to the large "Ice 
Hox," which is directly under the 
control of the queen of the kitchen. 
It is not necessary to describe the 
lodges, the engineers and farmers re- 
sidences, the barns, grapery, etc., mi thee 
it, they are portions of the establish- 
in. nl which could not be omitted 
from the general economy and its 
efficient workings. 

The afflicted people for whom our 
good and liberal government so free 
ty provides, number at this writing 
some 946 Soak, and their education, 
bodily wants, and requisite superin- 
tendence, necessitate t lie employment 
of some 91 persona. This is inclusive, 
from Superintendent, ami teachers, 
down to the farmer and assistants. 

The inmates (mutes) range in age 
from 'i yean to 18 years for females, 
and, from 8 years to 24 for males. 
The bright intelligence and engaging 

manners of the pupils, especially the 

girls, renders smypathy for their 
silence a most acute feeling, and it, 
leads to the hope that science, in the 
in ai future, will, through the instru- 
mentality id' electricity, effect at least 
an amelioration of their condition? 
" Bye the bye." Has Mr. Edison ever 
para any attention to the matter V 
Could he BOt be induced to attempt 
an auriphone with a sensitive (for 
wanl ol a better word) web, with at- 
tachments, leading into and in oon- 
tai I with the tympanum. A Some- 
on this line might effect this 
most desirable requisite. 

Such an instrument, unlike the 

newly-fledged emanation from the 

"press," would certainly fill a long 
felt want.

hood, should circumstances call on 
them to so do. Nor are the girh< the 



only recipients of mechanical instruc- 
tion. 

The boys, who make the admir- 
able boots and shoes for the " Institu- 
tion" — of officers and inmates, demon- 
strated to the writer's personal obser 
vat ion that they also, were fitting 
themselves for a " wrestle" with the 
world's bafflting purveyors on that 
line. Nor are their effort* limited 
to the wants of the Institution. 

Those young shoemakers, improve 
themselves, on shaping the leather re- 
quired for the 700 inmate* of the 
Asylum for th* Insane, situate at 
Toronto and Mimico. 

In this way, again, is the head and 
hand directed to exert their useful 
ness, and Ihe result a formation of 
tradesmen, able to cope with the fel- 
low man and place themselves as 
willing workers in the fight lor dis- 
tinction as wage-earners in this pro 
line land. Others again, who have 
a taste for carpenter's and joiner's 
ranks, become assistants to the capa- 
ble man, wdio holds that position at 
the Institution. 

" All work mid no play makes .lack 
a dull boy," is not the motto ol' the 
Institution. Could many of my 
readers witness the quiet play of the 
girls, and their happy faces, they 
would at once conclude that their 
tasks were no hughcur to them, and, 
though aw ay from home and kindred, 
they were reconciled lo and pleased 

with their surrounding 

Knt, with all the care of officer* 
and teachers. Nature will have its 
outbursts, and, piteous indeed is the 
wailing of a child, bidding adieu to 
its parent*, the heartstrings arc pulled 
with emotion, the eyes shed their 

tears, and the sobs arc irrepressible. 

May we not justly conclude that, in 
the absence of hearing, the feelings 

become, at times, more acute than 
weald if the senses all had play 

and speech were freely indulged in. 
Who is it that doth not remember — 

and feel thankful for that memory 

the kind and loving utterances of a 

parent, ■ wife, a husband, a brother 

or lister, or that of some dear and 
honored friend, when biddin; 
fond and perhaps* last adieu. We 
reflect On those words, we treasure 
them in our heart's core, and oft hues, 
they become to us a " beacon of light," 
warning us a lelf-indul 

or urging us to beware of the broad 
and crooked path of sin, thus leading 
our minds to the converse pal h, that 
of, "the way, the truth and the life." 
Of this comfort, those devoid of hear- 
ing, therefore speech, arc largely de- 
prived. 

But we forget (disrenieinbcr) our 
subject, " play." Come with me in 
spirit and imagination to the football 
ground, witness the effort of that lad, 
he rushes, bounds and jump 
deavoring tO meet the ball ill mid air, 
and direct its course lo his Opponent* 
goal with his hand, lie misses ; im- 
mediately a foot is seen lo rise, and 
the ball speeds on its way ; before it 
reaches the ground it receives a lat- 
eral kick, its course is turned, again 
another foot acts on its cuticle, breast 
high it is met, a grand rush from all 
sides is made, two, three or four of 
the contestants are forced lo make 
lawn rollers of their bodies • they rise 
with rapidity, the ball is back again ; 
see that la his opponent tin' 

hip, so o\ i , and the lad who 

follows at bis heels pitches on top, 
rolls over, and both arc up and after 
the ball, faster indeed than w c can 
tribe. Ho ! a foul, arms are instant- 
ly elevated, some gesticulation foll< 

I he point il admitted and arran 
the ball is kicked olT, and all are after 
it once more. Who says tins is not 
play? lea, play with I spirit, and 
devoid of thai intemperate and un 

called for exhibition of temper, which 

we have occasionally seen displayed 
on the playground. Here, Ihe object 
is play, and bruises, hurts and falls 
. eepted as cont iugen ills of the 
game. Kach one bears his mishaps as 
best he ran, and each one knows that 
a hurt obtained is not due to wilful- 
ness or design on the part of the 
giver, and therefore, anunosili. 
not created nor ill temper at a mishap 

indulged in. 

This self control is a pi 
tribute of the unite at all times, and 
is a something which the ful- 

ly endowed should at all times en- 
deavor lo attain.

season. Here, again, the Government 
wisely shows its liberality in assum- 
ing the cost of the recreation pur- 
suits indulged in. thereby administer- 
ing to the health anil comfort of the 
inmates. I am pleased tO record that, 
in ibis respect, the office of Physician 
to the Institution is, at times, a 
sinecure. This position is largely 
duc-totho exercise of unbounded care 
and attention on the part of the 
several officer*, whose duty it is to 
look after this portion of the internal 
economy. 

We much fear that we are trespass- 
ing too largely, but we know (hat, 
were we to here conclude, leaving so 
many points of interest as yet remain 
untouched Upon, We would be guilty 
of a possible charge of only half do- 
ing our work. We pick up and look 
over a copy of the .Ioiknai al hand, 
and conclude to go on, believing that 
"held over" will not displace articles 
of interest, on other lines, in what- 
ever issue, you, Mr. Editor, may be 
pleased to column this description. 

Thanksgiving Day (November 
19th) this year, was hailed with de- 
light by the mutes of the Institution. 
The day itself proved to he of the 
class which especially at this lime of 
the year Ihe "heart wisheth for." 

Its recurrence afforded the writer an 
opportunity of witnessing the social 
demeanor of the mutes ; for on the 
evening of that day. the inmates 
were treated to the customary feast.

a better world. Perhaps it was 
curiosity on their part, to view the 
position of mundane things, which in- 
duced their return; if so. I presume 
they were cditicd, and I should be in- 
clined to say that , viewing Ihe com- 
pany then present, their conclusions 

must have led i hem to believe that a 
good share of happiness and content- 
meiil remained, and that mot her earth 
was not a bad place to live in, pro\ id 

ed we had a proper charity to our 
fellow man, and that we sought, as we 
passed on our way from youth I 
to (read the path known as the right- 
eous, which being faithfully travt 
leads to future bliss in (iod's un- 
known world, but a world which we 
believe is sanctified by and with Ilia 
presence at all times. The eagerness 
with which the officer* and teachers 
administered to the enjoyment of the 
pupils, was proof to the observant 
that interest in the welfare, happiness 
and contentment of the pupils, was 
the incentive and not the mere fact of 

duty, impelled by that circulating

guarantee that he is the right man 
for ihe place.
